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Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara, with the approval of the 
President, today ordered the following actions to strengthen our combat 
forces in Europe: 

1. The Third Armored Cavalry Regiment will be deployed to Europe 

at an early date. The Regiment is now stationed at Fbrt Meade, bfaryland. 
It will be replaced at this station by the 150th Armored Cavalry Regiment 
of the West Virginia National Ouard which has been ordered to active duty, 
reporting on October 15 . 

2. Eleven fighter squadrons, one tactical control group, and supporting w 
elements of the Air National Ouard will be deployed to Europe starting on w 
November 1, 1961. These include three fighter interceptor squadrons, seven <§ 
tactical fighter squadrons and one tactical reconnaissance squadron. 
Associated with this deployment will be the return to the Itoited States 
of seven regular Air Force squadrons which are presently in Europe on 
temporary duty. These actions will result in a significant increase in 
the tactical fighter strength in Europe while at the same time will retain 
in the Uhited States strike aircraft capable of deploying rapidly to any 
part of the world. (A specific listing of the Air National Guard units Is 
attached.) 

•? 3* Certain heavy equlpnent and vehicles required by both armored and 
iDtfantry divisions will be shipped to Europe and held in readiness there. 
Ifcis pre -positioning of several thousand tracked and wheeled vehicles and 
more than one hundred thousand tons of equlpnent will permit the movement 
of Army divisions to Europe in a matter of days should the need arise. A 
number of Army personnel will be moved to Europe to safeguard and maintain 
this equlpnent. 

These actions, involving a total o*-atooift 10,000 personnel will start 
immediately.
